Trustees of Central Cemetery. 


Nothing has transpired during the past year in con- 
nection with the cemetery, that calls for any special report 
from us. Two lots have been sold during the year, which 
make the whole number disposed of 143, leaving 161 lots 
unsold. our interments have been made, making the to- 
tal number of graves in the cemetery at present 278. Own- 
ers of lots are again reminded that they should take care 
of them, by cutting the grass at least during the summer, 
and removing other debris that may accumulate, such as 
withered flowers, bottles and cans. They should not be 
thrown on the sidewalks, avenues or unoccupied lots, but 
may be carried to the southeast corner of the cemetery, if 
not taken out of it. The care given to some of the lots is 
commendable, and if all who own lots would give a little 
time and attention to them, it would improve the general 
appearance of the cemetery very much.

Report of the School Board. 


FELLOW CITIzENs oF RYE: 

In presenting our annual report we are glad to state 
that, taken as a whole, the progress of the year has been 
very satisfactory. ; 

At the Wedgewood school Mr. D. A. Wheeler has 
taught the three terms of the year, and has a school un- 
equalled in deportment and neatness. The scholars are 
making good progress in the different branches, and seem 
thoroughly interested in their work. 

At the West school Miss Annie L. Nelson has also 
taught the full year, and every department of the school 
is up to the highest standard of an ungraded school. 

At the East school Mrs. M. Emma Foss, who had 
taught very successfully for a number of years, was  suc- 
ceeded at the beginning of the fall term by Miss Hannah 
E. Tobin, who has proved an efficient teacher. The at- 
tendance at this school is increasing, a large proportion 
being small children, who have benefitted “by Miss To- 
bin’s modern primary methods. 

At the South school, owing to resignations, the 
Board lost the services of two teachers whom we would 
gladly have kept. Mr. Edwin $. Huse, a finely equipped 
teacher, taught the spring term with most satisfactory re- 
sults, and Miss Ethel L. Stone was equally successful dur- 
ing the fall term and part of the winter term. At the 
Christmas holidays Miss Stone applied to the Board to be 
released from her engagement, having obtained a very de- 
sirable position at herhome. Mr. Oscar A. Stevens, a 
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graduate of Bates college, has been teaching the remainder 
of the winter term. Mr. Stevens, although a teacher of some 
experience, has made hard work for himself here by allow- 
ing his pupils too much latitude at first, a condition of 
affairs of which they have not been slow to take advan- 
tage. Without discipline good work is impossible. 

During the past year the Board introduced vocal cul- 
ture in the schools, under the able instruction of Mr. : 
George D. Whittier, one of the best teachers in the state. 
The results have been most gratifying. 

On account of the additional expense incurred for 
music and extensive repairs, the Board has retained only 
sufficient funds to pay the expenses of the remainder of 
the winter term, instead of carrying forward a heavy bal- 
ance as has been customary the past few years. 

A commodious sanitary annex and wood room has 
been built at the South school, in addition to inside and 
outside painting and grading. Materials from the old East 
school were utilized in the new addition. <A fine bell pur- 
chased with funds belonging to the former Centre district 
has been placed on the Wedgewood school, the Board de- 
fraying the expense of the bell deck. 

The town has four modern school buildings, the old- 
est erected in 1871, the next oldest in 1881, and two com- 
paratively new buildings, all in excellent condition. There 
is no debt on the school district account, the treasurer’s 
report showing the final payment on the East school. 

The education received in the Rye common schools is 
probably equal to that in any other town’s ungraded 
schools, and better than most towns, because we can afford 
a longer school year than the average in the state. There 
is, however, a defect in our system which ought to be 
remedied, and that is, our schools do not afford a sufficient- 
ly advanced course of study to the, boy or girl desiring a 
higher education. An advanced school should be estab- 
lished at the Centre, where older scholars can be fitted for 
high school, or those who expect to finish their education 
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in Rye can be instructed in advanced studies that would 
be practically helpful, which cannot properly be done by 
one teacher in an ungraded school without, in a measure, 
neglecting the younger scholars. Boards of Education 
find it increasingly difficult to retain the services of capa- 
ble, efficient teachers in large ungraded schools where the 
work is hard, because teachers are trained more and more 
for special departments of school work, and are always on 
the lookout for easier positions in graded schools. The 
Wedgewood school was designed with a view to ultimate en- 
largement, and your Board recommends that steps be taken 
to adapt the building for the purposes mentioned. ‘There is 
reason to anticipate that the influx of new population into 
the town following the advent of the electric railroad will in 
a few years overtax the limits of some of the present district 
schools, and the increased school revenues of the town, if 
not devoted to the extension of our own school facilities, will 
be drawn away by the state for the support of less favored 
places. Already legislation for the purpose of equal- 
izing school privileges throughout the state has been 
enacted, and still further legislation in that direction may 
be looked for. The State Superimtendent of Public In- 

struction in his last report. gives a statistical table showing 
- the valuation per pupil of average attendance throughout 
the state. Out of 227 towns and cities in New Hamp- 
shire, Rye stands No. 221 in highest valuation per pupil, 
being exceeded only by Dublin, Lee, Manchester, Newcas- 
tle and Portsmouth. For comparison Rye has an equal- 
ized valuation of $1,123,236.00, an average school attend- 
ance of 106, and a valuation per pupil of $10,596.00. Sea- 
brook, No. 7 in the lst, has an equalized valuation of 
$320,373.00, average attendance 199, and valuation per 
pupil of $1,609.00.
